The New York IMost of last evening Lins the
following: .

The ecaso ol Jamee Moghes (against whom a
charge of murdering Me. Nathau was made by
George Jones), for the larceny of #5350, was dis-
poted of to-day in the Court of General Ses-
esions, Hughes pleading guilty and being sen-
tenced to the State Prison for one . year, In
entering the plea, Mr. MeClellaud, counsel of
Hugher, urged upon the Conrt the necessity of
reading some aflidavits in support of a request
he would mnke for a light sentence. The Court
baving granted blm permission, he proceedod
10 read the following affidavit: —

The People agt. James Huoghes —City and
County of New York, se.—Albert Craig says
that he i& acqualnted with Jumes Huoghes: that
this deponent s well acqnainted with an indi-
vidual named E. . Howe, who was conflned
Io the penitentiary on Blackwoll's Island from
May 21 untll December 20, 1870; that this depo-
nent is nequninted with an individonl eailing
and styling himeelf “George the Coant Jo-
annes,"" whose name, as deponent has been
informed and believes, ia plain  George Jones,
from the fact that he has seen the said George
Jones in the penitentlary on  Blackwell's
Island In company with tohe sald E. G. Howe,
and converslog with him (Howe) in the month
of Beptember, 1570.  Further, this deponent
gays that be saw the sald Goeorge Johes alias
“Gicorge the Count Joannes,” engared in con-
versation with the eald E. GG, lHowe on divers
and different occasionsio said penitentiary; that
the said Howe made n confidaut of whis depo-
nent, and the sald Howe jutended, upon thelr
reloase, to proceed tozether to Ualifornia, That
the said E. ;. Howe disclosed to deponent the
object of these frequent conversations and e¢on-
ferences with the eaid George Jones alias
‘“ieorge the Connt Joannes." That the sald
Howe told this deponent that he (E. G. Howe)

Terrible Sulleviogs of Fishermen,

The Bufinlo Convnercial Adeertiser Bays; —
John Cavanaugh, aged ffty years, and his son
Willlnm, sged vwenty-one years, have been well
known amoog the fishermen in this vicinity,
residing on the other gide of Buffalo creel,
opposite fool of Chicago strect.

The Iatter havivg overhauled his lines started
out to whera his son had gone, and by the time
be had reached the flssure created by the wind
a thin coating of lce had been formed upon the
surface of the water. Advancing unauﬁpcctlngiiy
upon the treacherous fooling, the old man wassud-
denly whirled into eternity, being planged Into
the coll depthe below the lee, and drowned, no
helping band being near to gave him.

A DISTRESSING CASE.
———
Plttaburg NDoctors 'nable to Deeclde Between
Hydrophobin und Kpliepay.

The Pitteburg Dispalch says:—Yesterday
murnmi.r n young man koown by the name of
Henry Hunzinger was brooght into Pittsburg
over the Western Penneylvania Rallroad from
an igland mear Lincoln’s station. He had, been
for a brief time In the employ of a farmer on
the leland named Lave. On Baturduy he was
threehing oats, and without any warning he
fell down In a succession of the most extraordi-
nary fits,

All the circumstances of the case were well
calculated to arouse curiosity, and yesterday
alternoon & reporter visited Huozinger in o
ward of the hospital. The man’s whole aspect
was 80 quiet, subdued, and even comfortable at
the time that we regarded our visit as thrown
away. Hupzioger is a large, athletic fellow,
with a stroug, square face, and a qnite prepos-
eesslug appearance. e was as quiet as a baby,
and respouded to our overtures for a couversa-
tion with the ntmost politeness.

He bhas for some time been working asa
farmer, He ascribed his fits to the inhalation
of dust from oals he was threshing. We asked
bim if he hud not been bitten by a dog lately.
Hesald that be bad, about the end of August,
been bitten by a dog, and by a enake slso, very
pearly at the same time he dog was not mad
to his knowledge, After the snake bite bis
body ewelled up and became discolored. He
was kept drunk for four days on whisky, and
finally got over both. We asked if he had ever
had fits of the kind before. He sald that he had
lind both at Philadelphia and Harrisburg. Doe-
tor Atlee, a pbysician of rome eminence, had
told him that they were eplieptie.

We rose Lo bid the poor fellow good evening
and wish him well, when his body suddenly
stretched out, his eyes shut and a peculiar noise
was heard from bim., In an instant he was in
ene of kis terrible Nts. Four sttendants, who
bad by this time become acquainted with his
habits, rashed forward and seized his disen-
gaged arm before the paroxysm was at its
beight, Thls precaution is absolulely necessary.
Had not hils bands been plotoned he wounld have
bitten deep into his flesh.

The gentle communicutive creature of a mo-
ment before was now a writhing monster, One
attendant grasped bim by both ears and held
his head firmly on the pillow to keep him from
bending forwsrd sod rending his  breast.
Stronger muscular efforts were probably never
witnessed than the poor fellow made to free
himeelf from restralnt. A sort of wail poured
from his mouth at the begioning of the it
Buddenly he began to chawmp hls jaws like a
wild heast. We were informed that la a pre-
vious fit at the hosplital be bad tarned himself
and board so that be faced the floor, and baried
bis teeth in the carpet and wood, D'Atalie
might well have feared to put his teeth and
jaws in competition with this frenzied man. He
next began to bark—literally to bark like a
dog. It would be hard to persuade any one who
saw him do this that Hunzinger was not labor-
ing with an attack of hydrophobia,

Elc'lm man's stroggles were so fearful that we
dlstrusted both straps und attendants, and hay-
ing nothing at stake, we thought It about time
to retire.

YSabba-Day or Neon Heouses.”

The Hoswom Traveller says: —

At Townsend Centre there is still standing
one ol these relies of a former time, a “Sabbin-
vay or Noon House.™

Belore the modern convenlences of stovesand
furnnees for warming charches, it wns very de-
Hiravle after attending service in a cold meet-
ing-house to have some place during the inter-
mission whers the sufferers conld go and warm
themselves nod eat thelr lunch, Home ueed to
go to ncighboring houses that were kindly
opvened for partioular frdends; others went to
the tavern, which always Kept an apen door
aud an vpen bar; othiers  bailt for themselves
what were called “Sabbu-day” or *“‘Noon
Honses,"

The pastor of the Congregational ehurch in
Towneend, in a recent historical discourse, da-
geribes these houses. Like the one now stand-

Ing at Towngend, they conslated of four rooms |

fen or twelve foet square, with a fireplace in
cach room. They were generally bullt st the
united expenge of four or more persons, to be
occupied only on the Babbath by their respective

{ famillesand such guests as they lnvited to joln

with them. Dry tuel was kept on hand ready
for kindllpg fires, and usually a barrel of cider
for each family was placed in the cellar.

Un the morning of the Babbath, the owner of
each room deposited In his saddle bags the
necessary refreshments for himselt and family,
?Fd took took an early start for the sanctuary.
deposited his luncheon, warmed himseli and
family, snd at the hour of worshlp they were
all ready to sally forth and to shiver in the cold
during ke morning service at the house of wor-
ehip. AL noon they returned to thelr noon
bovee, with fovited friends, where a warm
room recelved them. The saddle-bags were
vow bronght  for¢h, and their contents
discharged on the table, of which all partook a
little.  Then each in turn drask from the
itcher or mugs of cider which had been
wought from the cellar. This service being
performed and thanks returned, the remalolog
time wae gpent In reading notes and digcuzsing
the morning eermon, a chapter from the Bible
or from some other book of a religlous charac-
ter; not vofrequently prayver was offered before
retiring again  to the sanetuary for the after-
noon worship. At the close of the services of
the afterncon, if the weather was severely cold,
the family returned to the noou-house 10 warm
themselves before golpg home., The fires were
then extinguished, the saddle-bags gathered up,
the hovse locked, and all returped home.

The exercires, after lnnceh, here described,
were much more appropriate for the Sabbath
than those in modern times of warmed churches
and SBabbath-gchools, connecled with “*horse-
shed” and “horse-block clusses,” which some
can remember, and which even now exist, which
were mostly discussions abiout the weather, the
crops, the improvements in stocks, politics, and
such matters,
